oculist. It seems to me that defective 
vision was never so-great as now. 


CAUSE9 Of DEFEOIITX VISION. 


"The peculiarities of defective vision 


are legion, but the prevailing affection 
of the eyes is nearsightedness. 
This 


arises from many causes, chief among 
which is the increase among sedentary 
occupations. Jewelers, journalists, es- 
pecially doctors, analysts, clerks, book- 
keepers -who have to work in dark ware- 
houses, typewriters, especially women, 
milliners, painters upon enamel, and in 
fact almost every business that demands 
close attention for any length of time, 
has its 
proportion 
of nearsighted 


workers. * 


"Not one man in a hundred has abso- 


lutely perfect vision, and that one man is 
usually an illiterate person, whose busi- 
ness is an out door one. Yet even sea 
captains, particularly in the German 
navy, wear eye glasses. 


"Another cause for defective vision ia 


the present mode of living. We eat too 
fast and choose our food at random. The 
laborer and the farmer, whose frugal 
fare is plain but substantial, are seldom 
troubled with bad sights. Severe mental 
troubles most surely affect the eyes 
where there is already a predisposition to 
sight failure. 


"During the past five years there has 


been a noticeable increase of impaired 
vision among school children, caused by- 
three -things: First, too much study in 
badly lighted school rooms; second,'bolt- 
ing1 their food instead of masticating it- 
third, the undue strain upon the nerve 
tissues, which is the result of both. A 
good many children of tender years often 
require glasses as strong as those worn 
by persons of advanced age. 


"Others are born with a malformation 


of the cornea, or front part of the eye, 
the curvature of which being unequal, 
the rays of light do not harmonize. 
Such people see vertical lines clearly, but 
the horizontal lines indistinctly, or vice 
versa. The only remedy for this sort ol 
thing is to use cylindrical glasses. 


"Again, others are troubled with 


weakness in one of the muscles of the 
eye, so that the eyes do not move alike. 
Hence they may have double visual im- 
pressions and see two objects instead of 
one. 


"There ia one peculiarity, however, 


about near sighted people which does 
not apply to other visual disorders. Then* 
sight improves whon they get to be about 
40 or 43 years of age, and continues to 
improve for a few years afterward. This 
improvement, however, is only confined 
to persons who use glasses of the requi- 
site strength. A too strong eye glass is 
worse than none at all, and while deal- 
ing with this part of the subject I may 
say right here that the general tendency 
of nearsighted people is at first to wear 
glasses that are too otrong for them. 
Many a person's sight has been ruined in 
consequence. 


A FEW SIMPLE SOUS. 


"The knowledge of a few plain, sim- 


ple rules about eye glasses would save a 
world of trouble to the uninitiated. Al- 
ways buy spectacles in preference to eye 
glasses. They are not only more com- 
fortable, but their use avoids the often 
unnatural presence of common frames 
upon the muscles of the nose. Never 
wear rimless glasses, but use them with 
frames, the reason being that the sight 
of the eyes ia not injured by the refrac- 
tion of the rays of light on the edges. 
Use pebbles in preference to glass, be- 
cause pebbles are ten degrees cooler. 
Never buy cheap glasses until your eyes 
have first been examined, because very 
much depends upon the condition of the 
body when a person comes in to buy. 


"It requires from twenty minutes to 


three-quarters of an hour to enable the 
oculist to properly test a person's eyes 
in order to get the right kind of glass to 
suit him. Dozens of persons come to 
me overheated and laboring under some 
degree of excitement. Their eyes are 
naturally affected by this condition, and 
they need to 'cool off and become com- 
posed before I can attend to them. The 
graduation in the number of the glass 
under these circumstances will vary 
from one-half to a whole number in the 
strength of the glass. Never buy off 
peddlers, because they have not tbe fa- 
cilities to suit you. 


"Affectation is one of the most prolific 


sources of defective vision. Young peo- 
ple want to wear glasses because they 
look stylish, when in reality there is 
nothing the matter with them. In such 
cases I simply tell them so, but when 
they insist, a piece of clear, common 
glass is the best, even though that is un- 
advisable."-New York News.

Without awaiting the n ass of testimony 


as to the causes, however, the department 
to-day made the first practical move to 
avoid desertions. General order No. 77, 
issued this afternoon, directs that hereafter 
there shall be an interval of six days be- 
tween the day of enlistment and the day 
of taking the oath. 
During this time the 


recruit will be known as a " recruit on 
probation." The purpose of this innova- 
tion is clear. The six days' interval will 
give the newly enlisted man a chance to 
repent of the step be has taken before it is 
too late. It will give him also a slight op- 
portunity to bear and see something of the 
life that awaits him for five years of 
service. 
Many a new recruit will be very 


willing to take off his uniform before the 
day comes when be takes the oath, and 
thus the army is saved a desertion. Ex- 
perience has proved that a, large proportion 
of the deserters are men* wbo regrntted 
their action almost immediately after en- 
listing and who ore determined from the 
very outset to desert. 
By this new order 


the man may leave it if he repents without 
deserting, and the army is saved an unwill- 
ing soldier and the expense of capturing 
and punishing for years a certain deserter. 


Wants to Became a State.

ren, of Wyoming Territory, filed bis an- 
nual report to-day. The Governor says 
the people of the Territory, who number, 
it is estimated, (rom 95,000 to 105,000, are 
desirous of obtaining Statehood.
